"wherein the proanthocyanidin constitutes at least 70% of an active component of the composition." Examiner still 
feels that the recited passage in the specification (pg. 40) which reads "wherein the compound or combination of 
compounds is at least about 70% pure." Applicant also argue that Kuznicki and JP 10245342 do not teach oligomers. 
Applicant argues against Hashimoto because the oligomers are present after the green tea extract is fermented and 
there is no pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. Applicant also argue that Morimoto and Hatano does not disclose 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable carriers. Examiner will consider these valid points after Applicant files a written response 
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
